surrender Lltnself to an eifficer.

Air. I'atter resided in Tauiaqua, Sebuyikill County,
of this State; he was betweeu forty and fifty j tars of
age; there was nothing in tbe manner of Mr. Smith
previously which ticited my suspicion while rasaing
through the room; remember to htve seeu Mr. Carte,
smile: I have heard my uncle speak af a Mr. Smith,
while em a visit to thi) city daring the Summer; I
beard him say that Smith was a traveling book-agent;
mv uncle is a native of England; he has been in this
oountiy about twenty five years; be leaves a wife, hat
co chldren; 1 have heard of no business trausajtiona*
between my ute.le and Smith; there was something
private between them.

The' Juty tendered a verdict that deceased came to
his death from pi'tol-abot wounds, inflicted by Thomas
WathU'gUn Smith.

HISTORY of THE AFFAIR.
There are a number of rumors aiioa: a- to tbe cause

which ltd to the tragedv, anl from them we gather the
following statement, which appears to be aathentic:
About six months ago, Richard Carter brought his
waid, a joung lady, then at baarding-schocl, in con¬
tact wi'h Smith, who admired ber; and at'er a short
court-hip married her. The pair lived happily to¬
gether in this city for two or three months after the
marriage, when Smith discovered, to his astonishment
that his wife, whom he looked upon as virtaoue and
pure, was about to become a mother. This discovery
drove Liui almost to madness, and be at ones set
to work to discover the author of his shame and
dishonor. He succeeded in intercepting letters pass¬
ing between his wife and Carter, in which it was
mudo too evident that Carter had been her seducer,
and that he bad bten made an :n-trumet.t to hide her
sbome.
The wife consenting, a separation took place, and

shortly aftirward. in four months ttMn tbe time of her
carriage, she gave birth to a child. Santa coasultod
counsel, and totk measures to seenre a divoroo, but
meeting Carter v esterday, wreaked his vengeance ott
tbe anther of the tronble. Carter, we leara, was. a
man led mar, and was living with us wife in Tamaqaa.
He was at one time in partnership w.th the father of
tbe woman that he is charged to have sednced, and
we hear that her ruin oaueed her family the greatest
ui.-trers. And that they had taken measures to arengs
tbe alleged wrong.
